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Taiwan's commitment to prevent the proliferation of weapons of mass destruction requires tougher 
laws and stricter enforcement to control the export of sensitive dual-use technologies and 
commodities to proscribed countries. Under the auspices of the Nonproliferation, Antiterrorism, 
Demining, and Related Programs — Export Control and Border Security Program (NADR-EXBS), 
the United States continued to provide export control systems development assistance to Taiwan. 
Funding was allocated to provide technical assistance and training in FY 2009, with an emphasis on 
outreach to industry and enhancement of practical enforcement capabilities. During FY 2009, 
Taiwan showed significant improvement in industry awareness of export control requirements and 
compliance with those requirements. 



Peace and Security 

In FY 2009, EXBS programs focused on industry compliance and enforcement. These programs 
are key aspects in the United States' continual effort to upgrade Taiwan's export control system. 
Taiwan has a strong framework for strategic controls. The current system contains certain elements 
of international standards for export controls. Through EXBS programs and technical assistance, 
Taiwan has made further progress in establishing an effective and robust system for controlling 
exports of strategic items. 

Specifically, during FY 2009, EXBS funded an internet-based internal control program for export 
management by Taiwan industry. Industry participation and self-management are paramount in 
dual-use export controls. In addition to the development of the self-management tool, EXBS 
funded a kick-off seminar to launch the tool, workshops on the use of the tool, and a forum on best 
practices for public-private cooperation and partnership. Through these programs, EXBS reached 
approximately 330 Taiwan industry representatives. 

Programs discussed in this publication are funded through the Department of State. The U.S. Agency for International 
Development does not currently provide direct assistance to Taiwan. 
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Highlights by Program Objective 



On the enforcement side, EXBS funded a Commodity Identification Training, a Radiological 
Detection Training, and a Hazardous Materials Incident Command System Training. These 
enforcement-related training programs focused on visually identifying strategic items, procedures for 
interdicting and investigating the unauthorized transfers of weapons of mass destruction and related 
commodities and technologies, and formulating incident command procedures necessary to respond 
to and mitigate casualties in an emergency hazardous material situation, respectively. Through these 
programs, EXBS trained over 100 Taiwan officials. 

Altogether, EXBS held 11 training programs in FY 2009. 

In addition to the above training on the technical aspects of export controls, EXBS supported a visit 
by Taiwan officials to the United States to discuss nonproliferation policy, and to meet with U.S. 
export controls-implementing agencies. 

While Taiwan's strategic trade control system has improved through EXBS training, certain 
challenges persist. For example, criminal penalties for violations remain low, technology controls 
are not refined, activity-based controls (brokering) are not included in the legal framework, and 
interagency coordination and cooperation in making policy and licensing decisions are not mature. 
Overall, Taiwan has been very receptive to EXBS training, and directly credits EXBS for 
improvements in its export control system. As such, failure to meet Taiwan authorities' and 
industry's willingness and capacity to absorb training in strategic trade controls would weaken U.S. 
overall nonproliferation efforts. Taiwan is at a critical juncture in taking its export control system to 
a level commensurate with its economic and technological development. It is imperative that the 
United States stay the course with Taiwan so that Taiwan can contribute fully and meaningfully to 
international nonproliferation efforts. 
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
